The examiner has also required election of a single 
species, in response, applicant elects (3, 5-di-tert-butyl- 
4-hydroxy-phenyl) - (3-hydroxy-azetidin-l-yl, -methanone, 
which is the .first identified compound in claim 10. 
Material identified as preferred in the pending claims has 
been removed and placed in new dependent claims.
